Hon. William Lyon Mackenzie King 
was sure, in 1911, says the Toronto 
Mail and Empire, that Canada want- 
ed reciprocity with the United Stat- 
es. He was wrong. When that ques- 
tion was put before the people their 
answer was an emphatic Nay, accom- 
panied by the expulsion of the 
Laurier government from office. 4 

In 1917 Hon. William Lyon Mac- 
kenzie King was sure that the coun- 
try was opposed to compulsory Mili- 
tary Service. He was wrong. By 
an overwhelming majority the people 
declared for Union Government, and 
its Military Service Act, and its War 
Time Election Act. 

In both these elections Hon. Wil- 
liam Lyon Mackenzie King was him- 
self defeated at the polls. 

At the opening of the present ses- 

Bion of parliament Hon. William Lyon 
Mackenzie King submitted a resolu- 
tion by way of amendment to the Ad- 
dress in reply to the Speech from the 
Throne, which amendment called for 
the dissolution of parliament. He was 
wrong again. ° ‘The House rejected 
his resolution by a majority of 34. 
" Mr. King’s judgment is always 
against the judgment of the country, 
but that does not prevent him con- 
tinuing to believe that he is right. 
He is still for reciprocity with the 
United States, still opposed to the 
Military Service Act, and still rages 
against the War Time Election Act. 
He is slow to learn that in this coun- 
try it is the people who rule, and not 
_the Ambitious Citizen.

TRYING TO ECONOMIZE 


At least this can be said for the 


NOT CHANCE BUT DESIGN. 


Both chance and design have their 
places in the world, but it is not 
uncommon for us to ascribe to the 
former what should be credited to 
the latter. In some lives and move- 
ments, the one will have larger in- 
fluence than the other, and some- 
times that which we. call ‘ chance 


may be but a cloak for divine plans. 

There was a large element of 
chance in the life of Abraham Lin- 
coln: Despite his manly struggle 
and patient toil to fit and equip. him- 
self for the service of humanity, a 
change of a few thousand votes 
woud have placed. another in the 
White .House, as a result of which 
the world might never have known 
the heart and soul of the Greatest 
American. He would have been what 
he was, but fate might have kept us 
from the knowledge. ; 

Had not two friends of Shake 
speare gathered up his plays and 
published them, in folio form, seven 
years after his death, our heritage 
.from his pen would have been the 
few plays pirates had published in 
quartos and in sonnets; and _ they, 
however dnteresting, would not have 
given him the first place which, by 
common consent, he occupies. , 

There are many who allege that 
the war caused the United States to 
go dry. The logic seems convincing, 
but chance is given too much-credit, 
England suffered more from the way 
and did not go dry; ‘neither did 
France nor Italy, nor Germany, nor 
New Zealand, -nor Australia, nor even 
Canada, permanently. He who -as- 
cribes the death of the liquor traffic 
in the United States to the war, over- 
looks more than a century of educa- 
tion, training and agitation. 

That the war may have hastened 
the funeral of the liquor traffic, 
may be admitted; that it hurried 
the conviction that the saloon was a 
bad thing, need not be denied; but 
he who asserts that the war deserves 
the credit for the permanent prohibi- 
tion is ascribing too muchto chance 
and too little to design, and is left 
to explain°why the conditions and 
circumstances which made the Unit- 
ed States banish the liquor _ traffic 
did not cause other nations to do 
likewise. 

That explanation, when he’ makes 
it, must be that the war was instru- 
mental in hastening prohibition with 
us because churches, preachers, jour- 
nals, speakers, schools, colleges and 
all other means and methods of pub- 
lic education had been pressed into 
service to teach the people of the 
United States the ‘true nature of 
the alcoholic drink traffic. 

There is encouragement in _ this 
for every good cause. Righteousness 
is not dependent upon conditions, cir- 
cumstances or accidents. 

It wins because it is right. 
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LOVE OF POWER. 


Every human being loves power 
and desires it in some form or other. 
If the love of power were not an 
elemental human trait, mankind 
would have made no frogvass. If 
if it were not diversified in its form 
and expression. such progress as has

The love of power that animates 
one man is a desire to feel that he 
has subdued and is using forces of 
nature. Another man enjoys the 
feeling that he can make a man or a 
number of men execute his wishes 
or commands. Another is happy if 
he can sway an audience with his 
speech; another, if-he can paint a 
picture that will charm those who 
see it; another, if he can acquire 
wealth enough to command ease and 
luxury. Still another looks forward 
to attaining power that will enable 
him to heal the diseased, or perhaps 
to annihilate a disease that. has 
scourged mankind. 

So the love of power may be a 
noble trait or a low one. And a 
man’s happiness depends, not on the 
degree to which his love of ,power 
is gratified, but on the kind of 
power that he loves and the use. 
ier he makes of it after he acquires 
t.

The second meeting of the Council 
was held in McKinnon’s Hall, March 
31st, 1920.

ADJOURNED COUNCKU MERTING 


Members present, Reeve McKinnon, 
Councillors J. Card, G. Meston, P. 
Paulson and H. Sjodahl. After in- 
specting the present crossing, and 
the site of the proposed overhead 
bridge, the matter was discussed 
with the Divisional Superintendent 
and the engineer of the C.N.R., the 
representative of the Railway Com- 
mission, and W. Kirby, J. Chalmers, 
W. Ellenburgh and S. Wilson of the 
village of R.M.H., and the following 
agreement was reached: ‘Re. over- 
head bridge on the centre line of sec- 
tion 23-39-7-5, C.N.R. to build the 
bridge and to maintain, same within 
their Right of Way, the Municipality 
to maintain same outside of Right of 
Way. The Municipal Council agree 
to an 8 per cent. grade on the ap- 
proackes to the bridge and toa 5 ft.

IS ALMOST CERTAIN 
TO PASS SENATE 


Washington, April 8.—The — peace 
resolution has passed the half way 
mark on its way through the house 
when. echoes of the storm of oratory 
and debate_it provoked died away to- 
night. For six hours it was the center 
of discugsion on the floor, yet no one 
questioned that it would be adopted. 
The final vote will come late to- 
morrow. 

There was a vote today on adoption 
of the special rule limiting debate 
and preventing amendment of the 
resolution as drawn by the commit- 
tee on foreign affairs. The rule was 
carried 214 to 155, seven Democrats 
joining the Republicans in its sup- 
port and one Republican opposing it. 
This was taken to indicate action on 
the resolution itself. 

Republican leaders said that more 
Democrats would join them on_ the 
final vote. One of the Democrats, 
Rep. Huddleston .of Alabama, who 
voted against the rule, announced 
that he would support the resolution. 

Charges’. of partisanship ran 
through Democratic comment on the 
resolution. 

Rep. Huddleston noted these but 
insisted that conscience would not 
let -him trot along with’ his party 
majority and oppose the peace pro- 
posal whatever “company” his de 
cision forced him to keep. 

The November elections figured al- 
most as prominently in the debate as 
did the international situation, war 
time legislation or even President 
Wilson’s share in the treaty fight. A 
statement by Rep. Pou, Democrat, 
North Carolina, that the president 
had been without personal ambition 
in his actions brought a _ roar of 
laughter from the Republican side.

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BILLS GIVE DIVORCE 
COURTS TO PROVINCES 


Ottawa, April 9—Two Dills were 
introduced in the senate yesterday, 
the effect of which would be to give 
divorce courts to all the provinces 
except Quebec. This would have the 
effect of taking divorce cases out of 
parliament almost entirely, since of 
the hundred odd cases now before 
the house, all from Ontario and 
Quebec, the proportion is about a 
dozen from Ontario to one from 
Quebec. 

The only provinces which have not 
set up their own divorce courts are 
Ontario and Quebec, while the power 
of Prince Edward Island courts has 
been limited. The two bills {ntro- 
duced in the senate yesterday give 
divorce powers to the supreme court 
of Ontario, and to the courts of ;
